About 25.000 steelmen in 
South Wales and South York-

strike should not be allowed 
into steel plants. 

As a cum promise local com¬ 
mittees of inquiry are being set 
up tu hear complaints from 
Iron and Steel Trades Con¬ 
federation officials, and their 
first meetings are expected to 
start tomorrow. Meanwhile the 
British Steel Corporation last 
night reported normal working 
at all ii.s plants. 

Mr John Penrangcoo, manag¬ 
ing director of BSC's Yorkshire 
and Humberside division, said 
management had been given a 
blacklist of 923 firms and there 
was no question that it could 
be operated. 

“If the unions want to come 
to us uod say there are some 
individual drivers ivho were 
unreasonable during the strike, 
we could ralk. But there is no 
question of having a blacklist,” 

Mr Pennington said. 

. The handful of men at plants 
around Rotherham and Shef¬ 
field and at Port Talbot who 
were suspended for refusing to 
handle u blacked ” lorries have 
been reinstated. The dispute 
centred on interpretation of 
the agreement ending the 
strike which contained a “no 
victimization ” clause. 

Union officials insisted that 
“ blacking ” had been deliber¬ 
ately left out of the agreement 
because BSC was aware tbe 
ISTC had a blacklist of con¬ 
tractors with whom their mem¬ 
bers would not work.

Thousands of Cubans crowd into 
Peruvian Embassy as 
Havana lifts emigration rules 


Havana, April 6.—An -esti¬ 
mated 7,000 Cubans trying to 
leave their island filled almost 
every comer of the Peruvian 
Embassy's gardens in Havana 
todav, according to eyewit¬ 
nesses and the Peruvian 
Foreign Ministry. 

A stream of would-be emi¬ 
grants chanting “ Peru. Peru ’* 
had been entering the embassy 
compound since yesterday seek¬ 
ing political asylum until the 
area was cordoned ofF todav by 
hundreds of police. Official 
assurances that anyone wishing 
to leave the country could do 
so provided only _ that he 
obtained an entry visa to the 
country of bis choice failed to 
persuade the crowd to return 
to their homes. 

Nine people were wounded 
overnight by stones or bottles 
thrown, apparently, from the 
outside, and in one instance by 
a bullet. 

“There are people in the 
branches of the trees, on top 
of the destroyed iron grating 
and even on the roof of the 
embassy ”, Senor Jorge Gord- 
illo of the Peruvian Foreign 
Ministry said in Limo. after 
hearing from the embassy in 
Havana. “ We have been in¬ 
formed that there is virruaily 


no room for a single Other 
person in our embassy. * 

The mass rush to the Peru¬ 
vian Embassy began two days 
ago when rile Government of 
President Castro removed 
police protection from around 
the compound. Since May of 
last vear. small groups of 
Cubans have crashed into the 
compounds of the Peruvian and 
Venezuelan embassies on board 
buses or trucks so as to obtain 
asylum. About 40 such people 
arc sc present in the two 
embassies. 

Some Peruvian officials be¬ 
lieve that the Cubap Govern¬ 
ment encouraged people to 
push their way into the 
embassy over the weekend as a 
protest over Peru having 
allowed the earlier small groups 
of refugees to stay in its com¬ 
pound. 

Children and pregnant women 
from the mass influx now are 
inside the embassy^ building, 
but the rest of tbe Cubans are 
outside in the half-acre garden. 
Peruvian staff have been in¬ 
structed by Lima to find tera- 
porarv protection for the refu¬ 
gees in other embassies if tbe 
situation got our of control. 

The Peruvian Foreign Minis- 
rrv said thar the situation 
“ gravely threatens the physical 


integrity of the personnel nF 
our embassy It said the refu¬ 
gees were in a “ precarious 
position '* because the embassy 
could not feed them and disease 
could occur. 

Cuban indifference could be 
considered “ a violation of ele¬ 
mentary international obliga¬ 
tions and of the Vienna Con¬ 
vention un diplomatic relations, 
signed and ratified by Cuba". 

The Cuban announcement 
that citizens could travel to 
** any country that will accept 
them ” is a radical change. 
Until Saturday, the rule had 
been that exit passes were 
granted only to political 
prisoners released under an 
amnesty last vear and to the 
parents aod children of Cuban 
emigres. 

Envoy leaves: The Venezuelan 
Government today recoiled 
Senor Cesar Rondon Lovera, its 
Aambassador to Cuba, for con¬ 
sultations after the Cuban Gov¬ 
ernment accused Venezuela and 
Peru of encouraging Cubans to 
force their way into the two 
embassies in Havana. 

Venezuela said it categorically 
rejected the “ implications and 
references to Venezuela ” in 
Cuba’s pronouncement.—Agence 
Fran ce-Pr esse. AP and Reuter.

Resort fights 
lead to 
100 arrests

Extra police were nn duty in 
Scarborough yesterday after 
disturbances when more than 
1,000' motor' scooter riders 
arrived in the Yorkshire resort 
at the weekend. There were 
more than 100 arrests after 
including a beach 
battle, broken shop windows 
and smashed deckchairs. 

Last night the police blamed 
the trouble not on the scooter 
riders, a throwback to the 
* mod ” teenage fashion of the 
early 1960s, but on their sup¬ 
porters. The trouble began 
after public bouses and clubs 
closed on Saturday night when 
youths began fighting tbe 
police after running and cbant¬ 
ing along the sea front 
Yesterday teams of officers 
drawn from the task forces em¬ 
ployed by North Yorkshire 
police were on the streets 
throughout the day to prevent 
fresh trouble. 


Elsewhere it remained a quiet 
holiday. With the temperature 
still mild there were long 
traffic queues in the West 
Country. North Wales and 
Lancashire. 

But in the south-east cloud 
and cold winds reduced the 
exodus from London. The 
motoring organizations reported 
that 35,000 cars were leaving 
London on 23 main routes at 
the peak ' period yesterday 
morning but this, figure, was 
considerably lower than their 
records for previous Easter 
Sundays. 

At Heathrow airport, London, 
British Airways reported that 
11 flights to European and 
domestic dries were cancelled 
because of an overtime ban by 
baggage loaders and ramp 
workers. The passengers were 
booked on to other flights and 
British Airways said that des¬ 
pite the dispute more than 
200,000 passengers would be 
carried during the holiday 
period. 

For those who did not take 
to the road or the air there was 
still the traditional Easter 
Parade in Battersea Park, 
London._ An estimated 100,000 
people lined the route to watch 
brass bands, floats and other 
attractions. 
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Teheran, April 6.—-The Revo¬ 
lutionary Council today made 
a decision on the American 
hostages held here and, pending 
approval from AjraitoUah 
Khomeini, they should learn 
tomorrow whar is going to hap¬ 
pen to tbaro. 

The decision on an eventual 
transfer of the estimated 50 
hostages came after a four-hour 
meeting, but -will not be an¬ 
nounced publicly until Monday 
afternoon, Mr Sadeq Qorbzadeb, 
the Foreign Minister, said. 

Before then, several council 
members will visit the Ayatollah 
to get his opinion on the issue, 
the Minister added. 

The council’s derision was its 
second on whether to take 
charge of tbe hostages, Presi¬ 
dent Bani-Sadr having 
announced on April 1 that the 
authorities had agreed io prin¬ 
ciple to transfer responsibility 
for the Americans to the coun¬ 
cil. 

While the council was meet¬ 
ing earlier today, three 
American clergymen said Easter 
services for the hostages in the 
presence of Papal Nuncic 
Monsignor Annibale Bugnini 
and Monsignor Hilarion 
Capucci, a former Greek Ortho¬ 
dox Archbishop in Jerusalem. 

Monsignor Capucci and Mon- 
signor Bugnini were hoping to 
be admitted to the council 
meeting. Moosignor Capucci 
visited the students holding the 
hostages to’ deliver a proposal 
from an informal commission 
comprising the wo clergymen, 
Swiss Ambassador Erik Lang 
and M Christian Bourguet and 
M Hector Villalon, Paris-based 
lawyers. 

Sources close to the commis¬ 
sion said this morning’s meet¬ 
ing produced no significant pro¬ 
gress, but noted that the Arch¬ 
bishop and the Papal Nuncio 
returned to the embassy this 
afternoon to lead Easter 
prayers for the Americans, who 
today began their sixth month 


in captiviry. The hostages were 
reported to be in good 
condition. 

The sources said the com¬ 
mission had set itseLf a 48-hour 
deadline for achieving a break¬ 
through, failing which it 
expected tbe United States 
would press ahead with new 
sanctions against Iran. 

One of the embassy hostages, 
Mr Michael Moeller, a Marine, 
spent an uncomfortable Easter 
Sunday morning being interro¬ 
gated by an investigator prob¬ 
ing the death of an Iranian 
girl last month. The girl’s 
brother told police he strangled 
bis sister after discovering that 
she was pregnant, alleging that 
she had been seduced by “one 
of the American spies 

A student spokesman said 
the prosecutor questioned Mr 
Moeller, but neither he nor the 
investigator would say any¬ 
thing about die outcome of the 
interview. — Agence France- 
Presse and Reuter. 

American gloom: Washington, 
once again waiting on news 
from Tehran, is more pessimis¬ 
tic than ever. The Administra¬ 
tion . fears that the Iranian 
Government is so paralysed 
that it cannot resolve the crisis. 
Every time a solution seemed 
near American hopes have been 
dashed, and it is more than 
probable they will be dis¬ 
appointed again.

Skiers disregarding warning set off 
avalanche that kills hoy of 12

With continuing high risk of 
avalanches, skiers in the Alps 
are being repeatedly urged not 
to leave the marked tracks and 
many areas have notices posted 
forbidding access. 

The warnings were under¬ 
lined by an avalanche yester¬ 
day that came down a gully and 
across a ski route S,700ft up 
on the flank of the Torres 
thorn, above Leukerbad. 

According to the police, it 
was set off by three skiers who 
disregarded a prohibition notice 
prominently posted in several 
languages and cut across a steep 
snowfield- higher up tbe moun¬ 
tainside. 

Six skiers with a guide saw 
the avalanche coming. The 
youngest member of the party, 
a German' boy of 12, was caught 
by the edge of the 1,500ft wide 
mass. -He was dead when dug 
out. 


As many other skiers were 
near by, it was feared initially 
that at least a score of people 
were underneath the 1,000-yard 
long slide, 15ft deep in places. 
Some 200 rescuers, 15 dogs and 
three helicopters were mobi¬ 
lized io a search that continued 
until nightfall. It was called off 
when nobody . was reported 
missing after the day’s skiing. 

Two _ other West Germans 
were killed in the Valais yes¬ 
terday. One was in a party of 
six skiers hit by a snow slide 
on the Eggishorn. The five 
others were brought out alive. 
The second was a skier who fell 
into a 100ft deep crevasse on 
the Greozgletscher. 

British victims: The names of 
three British skiers killed on a 
slope near Aosta on Good 
Friday when they plunged down 
a 160ft crevasse were published 
yesterday. 

They were: Julie Sproul, 
aged 12, of Falkirk; Richard 


Wood, aged 19, of Sutton Cold¬ 
field ; and Annabel OUphant, 
aged 24, of York. 

Two British skiers injured in 
rbe same accident were named 
as Robert Bloch, of London, 
who is in his early 20s, and 
Robert Mapstone, aged 20, 
whose hometown was not dis¬ 
closed.

As we enjoy a happy Easter, it is terrible to 
think that people are dying from starvation and 
disease in the refugee camps of Somalia.

Labour confident of gains in local elections

The Labour Party may remain 
in opposition in Parliament for 
some years to come, but the 
local government elections on 
May 1 should give it consider¬ 
able comfort at grass roots level 
as the pendulum swings. 

One result should be that the 
Association of Metropolitan 
Authorities, representing the 
large conurbations, will riiange 
from Conservative to Labour 
control, giving the party a 
stronger voice in dealings with 

the Government. 

There are no local elections 
in Wales or in Greater London 
this year, but voting takes place 
in all 36 metropolitan districts, 
in 103 of the 296 non-metropoli¬ 
tan districts in England, and in 
all 53 Scottish districts (which 
■will be the subject of a separate 
report). 

In England, as always since 
the local government reorganiza¬ 
tion which allowed tbc choice 
of elections for full councils or 
thirds, the picture is confused. 
A further complication is that 
some authorities have new 
wards while others await 
changes. 

Labour is relying on two main 
factors in its confident quest 
for gains- The first is the 
general swing to Labour. Both 
in 1976 and 1978 the Conserva¬ 
tives benefited from the Labour 
government's unpopularity and 
made sweeping gains. Last year, 
although the Conservatives won 


the general election, the tide 
had begun to tarn towards 
Labour at local level, and it is 
more apparent this year. 

Local elections are largely 
influenced by the national situa¬ 
tion, but locally Labour will be 
fighting to convince electors 
that theirs is the parry which 
cares for the community and 
provides tbe services that are 
needed. It is questionable 
whether that approach will 
satisfy people faring big rate 
increases , 1 but since those have 
taken place in predominantly 
Labour-controlled areas, there 
would need tn be a positive 
swing against Labour to affect 
the result. 

In the metropolitan areas. 
Labour has a good chance of 
taking control erf perhaps 10 
authorities, and that would 
provide a comfortable majority 
on the association, which the 
Conservatives control 39 to 38. 
Of the 13 districts with a third 
of cheir councillors up for elec¬ 
tion on old ward boundaries, 
Labour expects Birmingham, 
pud-lev and Kiridees (all lose 
in 1976) to return to the fold. 

Labour expects to gain Old¬ 
ham, in a one-third election on 
boundaries set in 1979, and 
Rochdale, which has one-third 
elections on new boundaries. 

In thc_ 10 metropolitan dis¬ 
tricts with full-council ejec¬ 
tions. because extensive re¬ 
warding comparisons with pre¬ 
vious years are difficult, rhe 
party hopes to gain majorities 
in Bolton, Bradford. Leeds and 
Walsall. 


That leaves Liverpool, since 
Labour controls the remaindei. 
Liverpool has its own complex 
pattern, with 46 Labour, 30 
Liberal and 23 Conservative 
members. 

In. the non-metropolitan 
areas, the only fuli-counril elec¬ 
tion is in Great Yarmouth. Tbe 
result could be dose and the 
present composition is 26 Con¬ 
servatives, 17 Labour members, 
Two Liberals and three others. 

. There are 44 authorities 
where the elections are for the 
one-thirds last elected in 1976, 
and therefore where the swing 
will be most marked. Labour 
hopes to gain Cambridge, Chor- 
ley, Hartlepool, Preston and 
Tam-worth. 

At Preston, however, rbe 
council has reduced its rates 
for three years and held steady 
this year, although combined 
with the county precept, the 
ratepayer will have to find 
more money. Labour may not 
win here. 

The remaining 58 non-metro¬ 
politan authorities were given 
new boundaries last year, and 
there are unlikely to be many 
changes. Labour hopes to gain 
overall control of Amber Val¬ 
ley, Basildon, Blackburn, Crewe, 
Oxford, Swale, Thurrock and 
Worcester. Given the general 
situation, it is unUkely that 
Labour will lose control of any 
of the councils it bolds. 

Against this formidable chal¬ 
lenge, the Conservatives know 
they are on the defensive. With 
the slogan “ Getting Britain out 
of the red ", created by Saatchi 


and Saatchi. they can see a blue 
tinge in The picture. 

Their latest ploy is a list of 
rate increases, which shows 
with few exceptions rhar Lab¬ 
our authorities are at the top 
for rises over 30 per cent, and 
Conservatives at the top of a 
table showing rate decreases. 

Locally they will drum home 
the message that Conservative 
councils mean careful spending 
while Labour control leads to 
high, spending and high rate 
increases. The Tories are also 
convinced that their policy of 
selling council houses is a vote 
-winner. 

However, they will be under 
heavy pressure in the North- 
West, Yorkshire and the Mid¬ 
lands. They believe tbev can 
withstand ir in Bolton, Bradford 
and Dudley, and hope for a. 
gain in Wolverhampton. 

Outside the metropolitan 
areas, the picture is more 
patchy. Those authorities which 
had elections last year had 
them on general election day, 
and therefore palling was con¬ 
siderably higher than usual. 
That could distort the swing 
and make this year's outcome 
difficult to predict. 

The Liberals are once again 
optimistic. They gain votes at 
the expense of the Conserva¬ 
tives and have been working 
locally with that in mind. Liver¬ 
pool is a target for possible 
control. 

Unless voting patterns change 
dramatically on May 1. it seems 
that Labour will gain between 
20 and 30 councils.

Cross-Channel ferry com¬ 
panies make more than £2.50 
** pure profit” on every bottle 
of duty-free spirits they sell, 
according to a report by stock¬ 
brokers. 

Even if only half the adult 
passengers on the ferries 
bought a bottle of spirits, the 
operators could make a profit 
of more than £15m a year, 
economists for .

The Government has been 
asked to stop proposals for a 
levy on Scottish islands com¬ 
munities . whose electricity is 
supplied by diesel generator. 

The Highlands and Islands 
Development Board has 
appealed to the Scottish Office 
and the North of Scotland 
Hydro Electricity Board over 
the introduction of a surcharge 
in Orkney, Shetland and the 
Wesrera Isles which could 
mean a 38 per cent increase in 
one year.

The seat of the clan Mac¬ 
donald at Armadale Castle on 
Skye is a minor embarrassment 
to probably the oldest,, largest 
end most famous of all Scottish 
clans. • _ . 

For when Macdonalds arrive, 
at Armadale* from the four 
corners of the world in search 
of their roots, they are con¬ 
fronted by a decrepit pseudo- 
Gothic ruin which looks as 
though it is about to fall down. 

Attached to it is a smaller 
and much older building winch 
has been neady restored as the 
Clan Donald Centre, where ex¬ 
hibitions and literature * about 
clan history are on show. 


A clan official admitted that 
most people were disappointed 
to see their dan seat, as it were, 
in tatters. 

The castle was built in 18X1 
and restored after a fire in 1855. 
It had since fallen into dis¬ 
repair. 

There are 15,000 acres of 
clan Donald land around Arma¬ 
dale on Skye saved from sale 
on the. open market after an 
appeal to clansmen all over the 
world raised £200,000. The 
oldest part of the castle was 
restored through the generosity 
of American Macdonalds and 
convened into the clan centre, 

Mr Robert McDonald Porker, 
director of the centre, bad emi¬ 
grated from Glasgow to America 


more than 20 years ago and 
returned recently. 

“I hear there are three 
million Macdonalds around the 
world. The usual pattern is that 
the further a Scot moves from 
home the more conscious he is 
of being Scottish. I was cer¬ 
tainly impressed that Scots over¬ 
seas knew more about their 
country, their den or their 
history than Scots'at home ”, he 
said. 

The clan had united to save 
the last remaining acres of clan 
Donald land which used to ex¬ 
tend over a vast tract of Skye. 
The estate would be preserved 
and the buildings on it restored 
to create a museum, a dan 
library and a stwdy* centre.

They are anxious to 
lease the tunnels for possible 
use as storage, but say they 


must be available at short notice 
for government use when 
required. 

The two floors of the tunnels 
were used to accommodate Bri¬ 
tish troops en route for Korea, 
Malaysia and Egypt, who pave 
lefc graffiti on Die ceiling, and 
before then by American 
troops. 

The entrance is via a huge 
pillbox-type structure with con¬ 
crete walls 3ft thick. .Main*; 
electricity can be supplanted 
by an alternative supply fre-m 
London Transport, which pro¬ 
duces its own. Swiss shelters 
have stand-by generators. 

Though ventilators help keep 
the London shelters at an even 
temperature and humidity, pro* 
per filters would be needed to 
keep out dangerous radio¬ 
activity, as weH as tanks for the 
storage of water, and heavy 
daors to protect against blast. 

The two tunnels at Lucerne, 
which stretch for 2.4 kilo¬ 
metres, have massive doors 1 .S 
metres thick. Material is stored 
underground for rhe provision 
of accommodation. There is a 
hospital, infant rooms, can¬ 
teens, a ** bank" run by the 
civil defence organization 
where people can deposit valu¬ 
ables. and a police-lock up. But 
the Swiss sav that with a com¬ 
prehensive shelter policy police 
would not have to contend, with 
unprotected people, as would 
be the case in Britain. 

Half a dozen British compa¬ 
nies. looking to cash in on the 
growing public intcresr in pro¬ 
tection against nuclear attack, 
have contacted Swiss govern¬ 
ment officials about their civil 
defence arrangements, the most 
advanced in the world. 

The Swiss Embassy in Lon¬ 


don is receiving 50 inquiries a 
day from individuals seeking to 
know how best to defend them¬ 
selves against nuclear attack, 
according to officials in Berne, 
who receive more letters. They 
indicate a lack of faith in Brit 
ish preparations. 

Though Swiss officials say 
that they are now able to pro¬ 
tect 90 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion, l.S million of the 6.3 
million shelter places available 
were built between 1950 and 
1965 and so do nor incorporate 
air filters and other up to date 
equipment. 

The comparative cheapness of 
it surprised two British engin¬ 
eers, Mr A. Bolton and Mr M. 
Edwards, whom 1 accompanied 
on their tour of Swiss shelters 
to further plans for their com¬ 
pany to provide protection in 
Britain. Mr Bolton aims to meet 
Swiss firms to see if equipment 
now standard can be imported 
into Britain or made here under 
licence. 

They are interested particu¬ 
larly in the filter system, which 
sucks contaminated air through 
sand and earth and blows it 
into ehe room through a cylin¬ 
der of charcoal, and heavy 
blast-proof doors.

There are increasing signs of 
a hard line being pursued by 
the Department of Health and 
Social Security in its attempts 
to obtain agreement on severer 
restrictions on promorion. 

Protracted negotiations with 
the tobacco manufacturers this 
year were aimed at securing an 
agreement before the code on 
promotion ran our at the end of 
last month. Last-minute dis¬ 
agreements led to the deadline 
being passed although it has 
always been accepted that the 
code would remain operative 
until either a new arrangement 
was agreed cr the Government 
imposed a solution. 

.4 House of Commons 
motion signed by mare than 
50 MPs at the weekend called 
for a total ban on tobacco 
advertising and promotion, lrs 
principal sponsor was Mr 
David En rials. Secretary of 
State for Social Services in the 
last government and the signa¬ 
tories were mostly Labour 
MPs, but they also included 
Mr Clement Freud. Liberal 
MP_ fur Isle nf Ely, and Mrs 

Sheila Faith, Conservative MP 

for Belper. 

Government spokesmen to¬ 
day iviif support the World 
Health Organization’s day of 
action against smoking. 

The Department of Health, 
whore Sir George Young, one

The tobacco manufacturers 
spend about £30m a year on 
advertising and have been under 
pressure in the Government 
talks to reduce the amount by- 
half. 

One outcome of the new dis¬ 
cussions could be that whatever 
level of advertising expenditure 
is struck, a greater proportion 
of spending will go to promot¬ 
ing lower tar cigarettes with the 
greatest, cuts in expenditure nn 
advertising which could be 
thought to appeal most to 
younger people. 

The latter move enu id mean 
a rigorous drooping from 
primed media of advertising 
particularly aimed at young¬ 
sters and could probably affect 
advertising in cinemas because 
of the preponderance of young 
peoole in their audiences. 

The tobacco industry is be¬ 
lieved to have offered the Gov¬ 
ernment undertakings to meet 
the various anti-smoking pres¬ 
sure groups to sec how far 
valid criticisms can be met. 

There have also been sugges¬ 
tions that spending should "be 
increased on research to pro¬ 
duce acceptable but even lower 
Tar cigarettes. Bur the indusrrv

Majority wants 
smoke-free 
work places

Seven out of ten workers 
want to work in a smoke-free 
environment, according to a 
survey published today by 
Action on 5rnoking and Health. 

The survey conducted by 
Opinion Research Centre 
showed that 24 per cent felt 
that smoking should not be 
allowed in offices, factories or 
other work places aud that a 
further 46 per cent felt that 
there should be separate smok¬ 
ing areas. 

Smoking in public areas such 
as restaurants banks and post 
offices was also attacked, with 
♦1 per cent urging a complete 
ban in restaurants and cafes 
and a further 40 per cent fav¬ 
ouring non-smoking areas. 

More than half. 56 per cent. 
Felt that smoking should nor be 
allowed in post offices and 54 
per cent said that it should not 
be allowed in banks. In both 
cases 8 per cent said that there 
Should be separate areas. 

The survey also showed that 
three-quarters of cigarette 
smoker*; underestimated the 
risks involved. Sixty per cent 
of those interviewed thought 
fbar 20 -a-day smokers were no 
more than ttt-ice as likely to die 
from lung cancer than non- 
smokers and 47 per cent felt 
that the risk of dying from 
bronchitis was no more than 
double. 

Mr David Simpson, director 
oi ASH. said : <c It is tragic that 
There should still be such %vide- 
spread ignorance in a country 
with the world’s highest death 
rare from lung cancer. 

“ The good news Comes from 
the increasing demand for 
smoke-free areas. That means 

less smoking in total which in 
turn will lead to a reduction 
in ihe total of deaths in future 
years. ”

The Paris court of appeal is 
to consider on April 23 whether 
there are grounds for . re¬ 
opening the judicial Investiga¬ 
tion into the case of Prince 
Jean de Broglie, the former 
minister, assassinated in Paris 
in December 1976. 

The satirical weekly Le 
Canard Enckaine last week 
published alleged extracts 
from nvo police reports, 
“omitted” from the official, 
file on the case. These would, 
indicate that rbe police _ were 
aware that the life of the 
minister was threatened three 
months before he was shoe in 
a Paris street. 

The judicial investigation, 
which lasted more than three 
years, was closed three weeks 
ago and the court of appeal 

was to send the case for trial 
to the Paris Assizes. 

The reopening of the inves¬ 
tigation was formally demanded 
last week bv the widow and 
children of Prince de Eroglie- 
For tbe first time since his 
assassination they issued a 
public statement through rheir 
counsel, Mairre Robert Bad in¬ 
ter. 

It notes that the authenticity 
of the documents published by 
Le Canard Enchaine has not 
been denied by the police : and 
that if the information turns 
out to be true, tue authorities 
appear neither to have taken 
aoprapriate steps to prevent 
the assassination, nor to have 
warned »he victim in advance 
of rhe danger to which he was 
exposed.

Gypsies stage protest

Bonn, April 6 

The last time Herr Jakob 
Bamberger was in Dachau con¬ 
centration camp he was forced 
by the SS to drink sea water 
ai a medical experiment until, 
after 18 days, he collapsed. 

Now Herr Bamberger, dres¬ 
sed in the striped prisoners’ 
garb, has returned to Dachau 
again. Aged 6 G and in indif¬ 
ferent health he has embarked, 
this time voluntarily, on a 
second ordeal—an indefinite 
hunger strike, which began co 
Good Friday. 

Herr Bamberger is a gypsy 
and with about a dozen others 
plans ro go 00 the hunger strike 
in the former camp until their 
race gets die moral rehabilita¬ 
tion which, they say, has hce.t 

lading in the‘35 years since 
the eod of the war in whicn 
500,000 of them were extermin¬ 
ated in Nazi camps. While 
amends have been made to the 
Jews, whose fate they shared, 
gypsies say they are still 
persecuted and suffer discrim¬ 
ination in West Germany. 

In the Dachau camp museum, 
surrounded by a small exhibi¬ 
tion of their own documenting 
the continued persecution of 
rbe gypsies, they plan to remain 
during the day. At nighr they 
will sleep in the Protestant 
chapel. 

Heir Romani Ruse, the 
gypsies’ young leader. «nd 
they were prepared to face “ all

News of the impending 
hunger strike has. meanwhile, 
begun ro awaken Germans to 
the plight of tbe 30.000 Sinti—• 
as the gypsies call themselves— 
in thetr midst. 

Articles have begun appear¬ 
ing in the press about the 
filthy, rat-infested areas near 
scrap heaps arid rubbish tips 
where they arc forced to live 
because no Dne wants them as 
neighbours, the way they are 
barred from caravan sites, pubs, 
restaurants and discos, and the 
constant harassment by police. 

The strike is being publicly 
supported by Akrion Siihnez- 
eichen (Operation Atonement) 
a Protestant Church movement 
which organizes voluntary youth 
projects in former enemy coun¬ 
tries to make amends for Nazi 
war crimes. 

The main target of ths strike, 
Herr Gerold Tandier. the Bava¬ 
rian Interior Minister, has 
reacted unsvmpathetically to the 
gypsies’ demands. He said it 
was too mud] to expect that he 
dissociate himself, as they would 
like, from the activities of the 
mizristrv’s former “ nomads 
centre” which inherited and 
used the Nazis’ files on the 
gynsiss. 

He pointed rut that the 
centre was aboFshed in 2970, 
before he was appointed, and 
claimed that the offending files 
had been destroyed. ” The 
pvpsies sav they ha-e evidence 
that -the files are still in circu¬ 
lation and are being used bv 
police and autinrities against 
them.

English and French-speakers tend to stay apart Mf NkomO brings his army

The 6 two solitudes of Montreal an uncertain military future

Montreal, April 6 

The Boulevard St Laurent 
bisects the city of Montreal: 
west of it the srreecs are 
called University, Drummond, 
Appleton, ' and other Anglo- 
Saxon varieties; in the. east 
they are called Papineau, 
Cherrier. and Frandhere. 

The English and . French- 
speaking communities in 
Montreal are often referred to 
as tbe "two solitudes”. Each 
community respects rbe im¬ 
plicit dividing line of tbe St 
Laurent and rarely strays 
across it. It is still possible to 
conduct your life entirely in 
English here by watching the 
English television stations, 
reading the English language 
newspapers and shopping and 
having social relations in the 
west end of Montreal. 

Although the English-speak¬ 
ing community makes up only 
20 per cent of the population 
of Quebec province, roost of it 
is concentrated, in Montreal—- 
about 900,000 people altogether. 

The majority of the English- 
speaking community is 
originally . from Britain, 

. bolstered, .by immigrants from 
the United States and the other 
Canadian .provinces. The term 
. English-speaking also covers, 
immigr a nts from other countries 
such as Greece aid Italy whose 
second language tends to be 
English rather than French. 

When Mr Pon ‘Peacock, a 
French teacher, came to 
Montreal from Britain in 1958 
he was expecting to find “the. 


crossroads of two cultures "’..It 
did not take him long to realize 
that he had ro choose one com¬ 
munity or the other. 

“ I asked why there were no 
French-speaking teachers in my 
school”, he says. (Schools in 
Quebec are divided according 
to language and religion, i 
“ They told me they were not 
allowed to hire Catholics in my 
Protestant school, so that was 
that. The question of mingling 
never arose.” 

After 22 years, Mr Peacock 
Is the president of the Protes¬ 
tant Teachers’ Union and the 
“ two solitudes ” are as separate 
as ever, in spite of language 
laws passed by two successive 
governments to increase the 
use of French in the province. 
“Why should we integrate”, 
he asks. "You cannor force 
people into joint Christmas 
parties.” 

Mr Peacock sees no easy 
solution to the problem, “ bear¬ 
ing in mind that you learn two 
kinds of Canadian history here 
—the' English kind and the 
French kind ”. 

A survey conducted recently 
by the only English newspaper 
in the province, The Gazette, 
observed -differences in drinking 
and eating habits and taste in 
homes and interior design. 

A comparison of buying 
habits in 87 supermarkets 
showed that English speakers 
“ really love their offal, liver, 
kidney, beef heart, the whole 
offal spectrum". Tbe French 


Hongkong helps to send

Hongkong has -begun to - re¬ 
cruit workers from its neigh¬ 
bouring Chinese province of 
Guangdong for industrial pro¬ 
jects by third'countries in the 
Middle East.' 

A ' Hongkong company. 
Chronicle Consultants, appoin- 
' ted by China’s Manpower Ser¬ 
vices Corporation in Canton as 
its agent for the export of 
workers,. has - arranged first 
dispatch of.100 selected skilled. 
Chinese labourers to a chemi¬ 
cal .project undertaken' by 
Japanese interests in Iraq. 

The workers will * receive 
only 10- per cent of their wages 
as pocket money each month 
and lhe remainder will be re¬ 
mitted by way of Hongkong for 
their families or. personal sav¬ 
ings’ in" China. 

. Foreign demand for contrac¬ 
ted Chinese labour—skilled 
and unskilled—-will clearly he 
high. Most inquiries received 
hitherto, by Chronicle Consul¬ 
tants - have- come from West 
Germanv. Japan, Britain and 
the United States, but com¬ 
panies - in France, Belgium, 


Norway. Algeria, Brazil and 
Greece have applied for details 
of contracts. 

Chinese manpower is also, 
-wanted for industrial ventures 
in Africa. 

On average, teams, of 500 to 
1,000 workers will be recruited 
for nne-year contracts, but one 

project under negotiation will 
require 6,000 workers pn a two- 
year contract. 

.Employment terms stipulated 
by the communist authorities in 
Canton for Hongkong arrange¬ 
ment include: Six-day weeks of 
eight hours a day; unskilled 
workers to be paid 5300 (£136) 
a month, semi-skilled $375, 
skilled workers and lorry drivers 
S450, foremen 5600, super¬ 
visors S750, engineers $L000, 
interpreters $600, medical 
staff S450. and- cooks and 
barbers $375. 

After signing the contract, 
the employer will pay one 
month’s Balar.v in advance 
before the workers embark for 
their country of work. The em¬ 
ployers 'rill arrange for entry 
visas and work permits for the

But there are also those who 
bridge the gap between the 
two communities. ’ Mr David 
Payne, a Yorkshir email. is 
political adviser to a Parti 
Quebecois minister. In 1977 
when he was travelling round 
the country one elderly woman 
in the English-dominated west 
of Montreal stood up after a 
meeting and said: “You keep 
talking about these French 
Canadians. Well, I’ve never 
seen any.”

Ahout half of Mr Joshua 
Nkomo's Zipra guerrilla army 
that remained in Zambia during 
the recent Southern Rhodesian 
election campaign has -been 
quietly brought back into 
Rhodesia during the last two 
weeks. It is expected that the 
rest of the Zipra force will have 
returned before the cnunrrv 
becomes independent on April 
18. 

Between 6,000 and S.000 
trained men are involved in the 
move, which will bring the total 
size of the Zipra force inside 
Rhodesia to between 13,000 and 
15,000. About 5,000 Zipra 
fighters bare been based in 
assembly points inside rhe 
countrv since the ceasefire came 
into effect lasr January. 

More important than tbe 
number of men involved is tbe 
sort of weapons they will he 
bringing back with them. The 
Zipra rrooDS returning during 
the next 10 days will be accom¬ 
panied by most of the heavy 
weaponry which Mr Nkomn 
acquired from the Soviet Union. 
Etast Germany and other com¬ 
munist sources. 

During the war in Rhodesia. 
Mr Nkomo kept the bulk nf his 
Zipra army outside the country, 
leaving Mr Robert Mugabe's 
Zaitla forces. tn bear the brunt 
of the fighting. Since rhe Feh- 
ruarv election, in which Mr 
Nkomo's party came a nonv 
second to Mr Mucabo's Zanu 
(PF). there have been doubts 


about the future of his troops 
who remained in Zambia. 

Some of Mr Mugabe's sup¬ 
porters felt it would be 
dangerous to allow such a well 
equipped and veil 'trained 
force hack into the country. 
Others, however, argued that it 
vnuld to: even more risky to 
allow such a force to remain 
outside. 

The case for their return 
was reinforced by President 
Kaunda nf Zarahia who made it 
clear that he would not let any 
forces that were potentially 
hostile towards the future 
Zimbabwean Government oper¬ 
ate from Zambian territory. 

Haring backed a loser in Mr 
Nkomo, President Kaunda has 
been anxious to establish good 
tics with Mr Mugabe and 
clearly does not want the 
troops issue to come between 
them. 

A final decision to repatri¬ 
ate the troops was taken when 
Mr Dumiso Dabengua, the 
Zipra commander visited Zam¬ 
bia about two weeks ago. It 
remains to be seen what will 
happen to the Zipra army after 
its return. 

As with the Zanla forces, the 
Zipra men are being offered 
the choice of staying in the 
armed forces or going hack to 
civilian life. However, the Gov¬ 
ernment has made it clear that 
Zanla will eventually become 
the dominant element in the 
new Zimbabwean army. 


S African watch on American spies

South Africa is keeping a 
dose watch on a group of 
.Americans planted as spies in 
the country by the State De¬ 
partment and the Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) to 
try to uncover its nuclear 
secrets, it was reported here 
today. 

This follows. tiie disclosure 
on BBC television last week by 
General George Keegan, former 
Chief of United States Air 
Force intelligence, that there 
-had been evidence For several 
years that South Africa was 
deeply involved in nuclear 
research and rirat very few 
people “ under the control of 
America ” had access to it-' 

During tie past few years 
Smith Africa has quietly 
expelled various American 
“officials” who wore granted 
visas at the request of the 
State Department which identi¬ 
fied them as technicians, 
administrative experts, accoun¬ 
tants and other “ harmless" job 
categories. 

General Keezati said that des¬ 
pite the setbacks, American 
attempts to expose South 


Africa’s nuclear expertise were 
continuing. 

His statement underscored 
the view which, despite South 
African denials, is strongly held 
in some United States Govern¬ 
ment circles as well as by some 
other Western nations—that 
South Africa has developed a ■ 
nuclear weapon capability. 

• The Johannesburg Sunday 
Times today quoted South Afri¬ 
can intelligence sources as say¬ 
ing that a new batch of 
American agents had arrived in 
the country but that no moves 
to expose them could be expec¬ 
ted for some time. 

The dangerous ones were the 
“ illegals "—agents not covered 
by a post oF some sort at the 
American embassy. The sources 
said: “We have" just got to 
accept that .there is going to 
be some penetration. The 
Americans are desperately 
eager to find nut all. they can 
about nur nuclear expertise.” 

The sources said that as well 
as the men on the ground spy 
satellites were a big problem. 
Last September an American 
satellite detected a split-second 
flash deep in the 5<’uth Atlantic 
which Stale Depaitmem offic¬ 
ials said could only have been 


made by a clandestine nuclear 
test. They said they suspected 
South Africa of carrying it out. 

South Africa has denied this 
but it has been noted here that 
one of a number of charges 
against a young South African 
scientist, whn has been detained 
for six months under tbe Ter¬ 
ror ism^ Act, is that he ‘ gave 
away information about where 
the South African ‘Atomic 
Energy Board considered it 
would be seismnlogically safe 
to conduct a nuclear test; .in 
other words, where such a teat 
could be carried out undetected. 

Dr Renfrew Christie, aged 
30, who studied for his doc¬ 
torate at Oxford, is due to make 
his second appearance before 
a Pretoria magistrate on Fri¬ 
day. It is likely that when the 
trial begins much of it will be 
held behind closed doors.

Finding substitute for Bhuttoism 

remains central problem 

for Pakistan’s military regime

Pakistan's hardened security 
forces easily suppressed minor 
demonstrations on the first 
anniversary of the execution of 
Zulfikar Alt Bhutto, former 
Prime Minister, but President 
Zia uI-Haq and his fellow 
generals none the less face a 
growing problem over what to 
put in place of " Bhuttoism 

Certainly Bhuttoism did not 
mean a less brutal use of the 
police against citizens. Exactly 
three years ago Mr Bhutto was 
himself in Lahore when his 
police shot more than 20 

Opposition supporters in the 

Punjab High Court precincts 
where they were sheltering 
after protesting against his 
rigged general election. 

But in spite of that rigging 
Mr Bhutto had a legitimacy in 
which the military regime has 
never enjoyed, having twice 
gone back on promised elec¬ 
tions. 

Bhuttoism haunts the Zia 
regime not because of a con¬ 
flict between authoritarianism 
and democratic government but 
because Pakistan, as the most 
westernized of all the Islamic 
nations politically, got from the 
former Prime Minister and 
cannot forger, a first . crude 
taste of participatory politics. 

Neither the educated western¬ 
ized middle classes, nor the 
semi-illiterate masses which 
Mr Bhutto manipulated so 
cynically, can resign themselves 
to generals ruling their 
country. especially when 
authoritarian government has 


nor solved any of- the country's 
basic problems. 

Since the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan last- December 
General Zia has been a 
politician running out of time 
and options, just as Mr Bhutto 
was between the Lahore shoot¬ 
ings and the generals' coup 
in July, 1977. 

What to put m place of Bbut- 
toism. understood as participa- 
torv poEtics, is the central 
problem for the regime. A few 
days ago President Zia in a 
speech at Mardao, in the North- 
West Frontier Province, stub¬ 
bornly recommitted the military 
regime to establishing “a true 
Islamic order in our country 

In Pakistan, he said,- people 
had known only one form’ of 
democracy, the.'Western model 
of elections, but In an Islamic- 
democracy. there ■ could be 
various methods of'choosing the 
members of the Shura, the 
executive council which origin¬ 
al! v assisted the Caliphs. 

General Zia’s staff are en¬ 
deavouring to sec up provincial 
consultative councils consisting 
of representatives from the 
local bodies elected last autumn 
and nominated “ personalities ” 
from professional organizations 
and interests like commerce 
and aculture. Thus a semi- 
corporative, semi-elected system 
might emerge which President 
Zia could call an “ Islamic 
democracy *. 

General Zia's enthusiasm for 
this system is evidently not 
shared by any significant sec¬ 
tion oF Pakistani society. 

More significant for President 
Zia, the majority of senior 


Anti-immigrant protesters 
refuse to yield in Assam 


Calcutta, April 6.—Students 
protesting against immigrant 
workers in Assam state, north- 
easrero India, said today they 
would not yield to what they 
called Government pressure 
tactics. 

The authorities declared 
Assam a “ disturbed area * yes¬ 
terday and issued an order pro¬ 
viding for the use of troops in 
the stare where SO people have 
been killed since the protests 
began last September. 

Studenr leaders today met 
Mr L. P. Singh, the Governor, 
and tried to convince him of 
the futility of tough action by 
thc authorities. Mr Praruila 
Mahanta, a student spokesman, 
^aid. “ We made it very clear 
that the students here would 
not yield to pressure tactics", 
he told reporters in Gauhati, 
the state capital. 

Mr Mahan ta .said the protests, 
in which IS,000 people have 
been made homeless, would 
continue until the Government 
agreed that all Bengali, Bangla¬ 
deshi and Nepali immigrants 
who came m Assam since 1931 
'•hould be deponed to give local 
people more jobs. 

The Government has sug- 
"erted 1967 as the cut-off date, 
but Mr Mahanta said the date 
had been categorically rejected 
hy the students. 

Mr Singh later flew to Delhi 
rn report the latest develop¬ 
ments to the Government. Mr 
Singh said earlier that the situ¬ 
ation in Assam was under con¬ 
trol after the troops were put 
on alert, but the students were 
meeting tonight to plan future 
action. 

_Mr Mahanta said mass pick¬ 
eting _ of Government offices 
and oil installations would con¬ 
tinue- The picketing has 
stopped the flow of crude oil 
from Assam to other pans of 
India. 


Advertisement in 
‘Sunday Times’ 
upsets Buddhists

Buddhists have asked rhe 
Ministry of Cultural .Affairs to 
convey to the British Govern¬ 
ment their concern and distress 
over an advertisement by the 
British travel agency Wings in 
The Sunday Times of London. 

The advertisement, on March 
-V), depicts a figure resembling 
the Buddha image. The Week¬ 
end, an English-language Sun¬ 
day newspaper, today quoted 
leaders of several Buddhist 
organizations, who condemned 
the use of the Buddha image 
for commercial purposes, which 
was described as sacriligious. 

The newspaper also quoted 
Mr Gamani Jayasuriva. the 
Minisrer of Health, who i s also 
president of the Mahabodhi 
Society of Sri Lanka, as saying 
that it was unfortunate that 
commercial enterprises in 
Western countries still used 
pictures of religious founders 
for commercial benefit. 


Since 1951 thousands of immi¬ 
grants seeking jobs have poured 
into the state. The influx has 
upset tite state's linguistic and 
communal balance and taken 
jobs from the Assamese. 

Neither the Assam Govern¬ 
ment nor the Indian Govern¬ 
ment in Delhi knows for sure 
how many illegal immigrants 
have entered the state.

Views on both sides appear 
to be hardening with the Gov¬ 
ernment threatening to intro¬ 
duce tough detention laws in 
rhe state. 

Officials and political com¬ 
mentators here agree that any 
delay in finding a solution to 
the Assam problem could have 
disastrous results. There are 
real fears of bloody communal 
clashes increasing between 
Assamese and immigrant Ben¬ 
galis. 

Bengalis say they have been 
subjected to systematic attacks 
and troops hare been called out 
to quell riots at least four times 
in the six-raonth-old agitation. 
Bur the student movement has 
largely been peaceful. 

The agitation in Assam has 
Fuelled an ti-Assamese feelings 
in West Bengal and resulted in 
an economic blockade of Assam 
by West Bengal supporters of 
Mrs Indira Gandhi's Congress 
Party. The blockade, in which 
demonstrators prevented road 
and rail supplies reaching 
Assam, was called off last week 
aFter a request by Mrs Gandhi. 
—Reuter. 


Dissidents from 
Janata to 
form new party 

Delhi, April 6.—Breakaway 
members of India's former 
ruling Janata Party decided 
today to form a netv grouping 
called rhe Bharatiya Janata 
Party. 

The move formalized a 
derisive new split in Janata 
ranks after the party’s heavy 
defeat by Mrs Indira Gandhi in 
general elections last January. 

The Bharatiya Janata will be 
led by Mr Aral Bihari Vajpayee, 
fonuer External .Affairs 
Minister, and will be based on 
the old righr-wing Hindu Jan 
Sangh Partv. 

Mr Vajpayee's supporters 
decided to leave when the 
Janata executive agreed oil 
Friday to ban dual membership 
of the Janata and the extremist 
Hindu RSS organization. 

Criticizing Mrs Gandhi and 
her influential son, Sag jay, Mr 
Vajpayee said his first* task 
would be to “ mobilize the 
Indian people to meet the 
challenge of dynastic distator- 

ship 


.generals do not seem to sup¬ 
port his idea, basically because 
of' their westernized profes¬ 
sional backgrounds- They tend 
to feel that a soldier’s religious 
practice is his own affair. 

The ultra orthodox Jamiat-i- 
Istaarri, once President Zia’s 
intellectual mentor, has now 
turned against him following 
the Afghanistan invasion. Since 
Pakistan’s recent foreign policy 
switch brought a rejection of 
United States military aid and 
a disposition to seeka modus 
vivendi with the Soviet Union

now if there is to be any cred¬ 
ible national agreement to face 
the Soviet Union. 

The divisions and organiza¬ 
tional weaknesses revealed by 
the demonstrations in Mr 
Bhutto's memory on Good 
Friday, raise the question of 
whether by soldiering on with¬ 
out elections the regime is nor 
simply complicating things even 
more. 

General Zia is probably too 
marked by his own struggle with 
the former Prime Minister all 
the way to the gallows, but 
other generals may not be.

Sudan: 

Mr Saudi Daraj

Saudi Daraj. a trade union 
leader and the founder or a 
band playing popular Sudan¬ 
ese music, has been imprisoned 
without trial for most of the 
last nine years. 

Freed under President 
Nimeiry’s “ national reconcilia¬ 
tion " amnesty in 197S. he was 
rearrested in August, 1979, 
after an outbreak, of strikes 
and student demonstrations 
againsr the Government’s politi¬ 
cal and economic policies and 
rapidly rising inflation. 

. Between 3967 and 3969 Mr 
Daraj. a prominent figure in 
the Sudanese General Federa¬ 
tion of Workers, was also a 
member of the Communist 
Party. After President Nimeiry 
came to power in 1969 all 
opposition parties, the Com¬ 
munist Part;- among them, were 
banned. The Sudanese Socialist 
Union was established as the 
onlv legal political party. 

There have been three 
attempted coups in Sudan 
against President Nimeiry, the 
first being the so -called “ Com¬ 
munist coup” of. 1971. 

It was during rhe widespread 
arrests which followed that Mr 
Daraj was first imprisoned. His 
release in the summer of 1978 
was during one of the 
President’s periodic political 
amnesties-—except at times of 
crisis. Sudan has the best 
record for human rights of all 
rhe African military govern¬ 
ments. 

His rearrest, the following 
year, came about because the 
Government blamed che strikes 
on the illegal Communist Party 
who. it said, had subverted the 
students. 

Mr Daraj, who is 45, is being 
held at Kober Prison in Khar¬ 
tum, together -with more than 
100 other political detainees, 
under a state security Jaw 
which provides for detention 
without charge or trial for six 
months. The sentence can be 
renewed indefinitely, on the 
President's order. 

Conditions in prison are said 
to be poor, with too little food, 
inadequate medical treatment 
and family visits often and 

arbitrarily withdrawn.

Japan may spend more on defence

Tokyo, April 6 

Japan is expected to expand 
its defence budget by a sub- 
Tantial margin during the next 
three years to build up a more 
powerful military machine in 
response to the Soviet Union's 
growing presence in Asia. 

This became clear yesterday 
when members of the ruling 
Liberal Democratic Party re¬ 
vealed that conservative leaders 
would soon urge the Govern¬ 
ment to raise defence spending 
ro 1 per cent of Japan's gross 
national product during the 
next three years. 

According to the latest bud¬ 
get £4,600m, representing 0.9 
per cent of the country’s GNP, 
will be spent on defence this 
year. 

But this will be increased by 
z - substantial margin ” if pro¬ 
posals moated within the hier¬ 
archy of the ruling party yester- 
day. are implemented by the 

government. . 


A senior member of the party 
said: “ Until now we have been 
reluctant to increase our outlay 
on defence by a large margin 
for many reasons. There are 
constitutional restrictions and 
opposition political parties 
would exploit. a widespread 
aversion against rearming our 
defence force. But feelings are 
changing ”. 

While the Communist and 
Socialist parties still oppose 
any attempt to expand expendi¬ 
tures on defence, the Democra¬ 
tic Socialist Party decided last 
week to support plans to 
increase the strength of Japan's 
defence forces. 

In recent years the United 
States has asked a somewhat 
reluctant Japan to take on a 
greater responsibility for the 
.security of North-East Asia and 
build up the country's military 
machine by increasing defence 
expenditures ro 1 per cent of 
the GNP. 

Last month, Mr Harold 


Brown, the American Secretary 
for Defence, asked Japan to 
speed up its vague plans to 
strengthen its Army, Navy and 
Air Force — euphemistically 
named the Self-Defence Force 
—during toe next five years. 

Confronted by the terms of 
Japan's postwar constitution 
and a widespread belief that 
rearmament will lead to the 
growth of right-wing militarism, 
the ruling party and Govern¬ 
ment have so far resisted 
demands for a more powerful 
defence machine. 

At present the strength of 
Japan’s Self-Defence Force is 
limited to 180,000 men. At the 
best the one armoured division 
is equipped with about 170 
tanks while tbe Air Force can 
fall back on 440 aircraft. 

During the past 20 years 
Japan's main opposition parties 
nave opposed any attempt to 

provide the Self-Defence Force 
'rich more teeth. But the mood 
of the country is changing.

mainly because we didn't have 
a company play in the sense nf 
Midsummer Night's Dream. For 
Antony, half the cast only had 
important thinss tn do nn the 
stage every two hours or so, 
and that made it very difficult. 
But creeping up in the British 
subsidised theatre now there's 
a kind of institutional structure 
which makes for a gap between 
actors and audience; the per¬ 
formance nn longer seems m 
maTter ranch after the first 
nieht. it's just ‘ part of ihe 
job' where as with the Paris 
company we start again every 
day, and make every perform¬ 
ance a first and last perform¬ 
ance. 

“What we have tried tn do 
is to desrrny the idea nf ‘ a 
run*; we do a play every night 
the way th<*t musicians do a 
concert, for that night only. We 
don't repeat, we re-creare and 
in the end I think perhaps it'; 
as simple as that. Em you can't 
dn ic in a commercial structure 
where actors have other jobs to 
think about at the same rime, 
and you can’t dn it in a big 
company if there are nihcr 
plays in the repertoire. In the 
end. I know I'll always go hick 
to the company in Paris: it's 
not that there aren't actors as 
good, perhaps even better, in 
London; it’s a matter nf inten¬ 
sity and absolute dedication tn 
the work in hand and rhe wr 
of life that work diets res."

Besides her powers as a com- 
• poser and performer one thing 
that sets Victoria Wood apart 
from other British comic 
writers is her belief in gags. 
Not for her the puritan con¬ 
viction that rhe art of comedy 
consists of saying * Yes ” or 
" Pass the salt ” at the right 
moment. Life seeems to strike 
her like a wet Sunday in More- 
cambe, and as one way of get¬ 
ting through it she offers a 
string of rude, blisteringly 
funny one-liners. Or, as she 
puts it to a character who pre¬ 
fers moaning instead. “The 
world .is one enormous bottom, 
and you are one of the pains 
Who but Miss Wood, having 
set a comedy io a chaotic com¬ 
munity arts centre, would pro¬ 
ceed to build the action 
around the task of enrertainlng 
an impending party of 300 
cystitis victims ? And then 
hand the job over to a visiting 


cosmetics lady whose husband 
specializes io novelty hedge 
trimming ? 

Good Ftm is about the penal¬ 
ties of being nice and kind. Liz, 
who runs the place, is both. 
She has all the right community 
ideals, and she is nice tn every¬ 
body except Frank the librarian 
(Charles McKeown) who hangs 
around swinging his arms and 
assailing her virtues with invi¬ 
tation to “my Auntie Ida's 
luxury caravan just outside 
Aberystwyth Otherwise she 
says yes .to eevryone and every¬ 
thing, including Mike (Gregory 
Floy), an unspeakable perform¬ 
ance artist who is into avant- 
garde Punch and Judy shows 
and even more heavily into her 
bank account, her flat, and 
anything else she Has to give 
except a night in bed. 

It is Miss Wood's way to 
make Liz impossibly trusting 
and Miki psychorically mon¬ 
strous, but her meaning is 
stonily clear: ask to be 
exploited and you will be. par¬ 
ticularly by men who figure 
either as wets, bullies or child¬ 
ren who will casually impreg¬ 
nate you and rh-m return ro 
their tovs. Good Fim puts this 
over with bleakly witty songs 
and the busy gag-filled prepa¬ 


rations for the shnw. There are 
exploding spotlights, struggles 
to erect a fairground booth 
from Japanese instructions, 
efforts to conjure up a tasty 
buffer supper from a bag of 
oats (“oats cuisine”) and a jar 
of cloves that turn out to be 
carnet tacks. Miss Wood as a 
cynical helper restricts herself 
to one splendid song and one 
party piece—the lower Dart of 
“Jamaican RumbaBut so 
much is going on in David 
Leland’s production that you 
assume thst everything will 
work out in the end. It thus 
comes as a chilling shock when 
the jokes and rhe helpers fin¬ 
ally run out and Liz is aban¬ 
doned on a stage full of bal¬ 
loons with the cystitis party 
roaring up the stairs. 

Annabel Leventon, with eager 
face and scraped-back hair, pre¬ 
sents at once a modern and an 
age-old victim, a. sexual inno¬ 
cent with Freud at her finger¬ 
tips. and a comnulsire looker 
on the bright side of a world 
that has no bright sides. The 
whole show, from Noreen Ker¬ 
shaw’s mirtb'ess practical inker 
to Julie Walters high-stepping 
cosmetics lady, is beautifuHv 
cast, and I hope vre see it in 
London. 


Hamlet 

Royal Court

After the Scofield Othello, the 
Jonathan PrVce Hamlet, anniher 
three and 'ihree-quurier hour 
test for a reigning virtuoso, 
pitting himself against the most 
taxing and excavated roles the 
classical repertory has to offer. 

Mr Pryce, of course, is a 
relative newcomer; along with 
Simon Callow, the most exciting 
new British actor tn have 
emerged since the mid-seven¬ 
ties. So far his career falls into 
two broad stages: first ihe wild, 
dangerous eccentric who cnuld 
be at home in anything from 
Jacobean tragedy to Dostoev¬ 
sky: ihen, amazingly, the gentle 
boyish creature he presented as 
Octavius in Brook .A/ironr and 
Cleopatra. 

In Hamlet one expects a 
synthesis of these opposites, 
and evidence of the further 
humanization of Jonathan Prvce. 

To some extent, Richard 
Eyre's production supplies it: 
and never more so than in the 
opening Court scenes which take

The London Siofouietta's pro¬ 
gramme of entertainments was 
roc exactly seasonal meat for 
Good Friday, and perhaps that 
accounted for the poor house, 
despire the Jure of FeneJla 
Fielding and Richard Baker, to 
speak the poems of Fagade. 
These two in their turn were 
quite possibly dispirited by the 
smallness of the audience, for 
panache was subdued and 
ribyriJtn foggy in a performance 
that never found its style. 
Among the many stools the two 
reciters /ell between, one pair 
in particular stood out: a wish 
to characterize the verse when¬ 
ever possible with funny voices, 
and conversely a striving after 
elegance. Facade is nor a work 
that responds to compromise, 
still less to effort. 

In the circunKiances, it was 
not surprising that the instru¬ 
mental ensemble, though 
crisply conducted by Elgar 
Howarth, began to sound tired 
and bored long before the end. 
They bad been much livlier 
before rhe interval in Richard 
Rodney Bennett’s Commcdia I, 
written for rbe Fagade group 
in homage to Walton. Bennett 
cleverly parades five of the 
players as characters in the 
Harlequinade, providing a path¬ 


etic cello solo for Pierrot, for 
instance, and a love duet for 
the flute of Columhine and 
the saxophone of. Harlequin. 
The result is a ballet which 
need? no human dancers. 

It was Followed by one that 
does, Satie's Ai'cntures des 
Afercures, where Miss Fielding’s 
Jinking narration, though done 
with appropriately incongruous, 
girlish glee, could not substitute 
for the' original choreography 
of Massine and designs by 
Picasso. The score had been 
reorchestrated by Harrison Birt¬ 
wistle, whose admiration for 
Satie goes hack at least as far 
as a special Pierrot Players 
concert in 1969, but who had- 
not, as far as I am aware, pre¬ 
viously entered into collabora¬ 
tion with rhe extinct composer. 

Their joint effort i* bizarre. 
Where the original instrumen¬ 
tation made the score seem 
simple entertainment music, 
Birtwistle exposes all its 
strangeness and crudity, while 
at tbe same time enhancing its 
softer and more mysterious 
moments. The sound is ofren 
coarse and hollow, as in Satie's 
Parade, with nothing to stitch 
together a shrill treble and 
bemused bass. But there is liule 
to show tbe hand of Birtwistle, 
unless some tricks of scoring 
carried over from his last Sin- 
foniena piece, whose long Latin 
title it is beyond my powers 
to recall. 

On Thurrday evening the 
Queen Elizabeth Hall was even 
emptier, and not wholly with¬ 


out reason. Leaving aside rhe , 
foolish handbills, which had , 
assumed audience opposition, 
the choice of works was not 
encouraging; minor Bartok. - 
minor Berio, even minor ‘ 
Gerhard, all assembled with no 
discemable sense. 


The pinnacle of the evening, 
described in the barely literate 
programme notes as a “ classic” 
receiving its “ long overdue ** 
British premiere, was Ame 
Mellnas's Sucesim, which was a 
total dud. Knowing that the 
piece begins with a near imita¬ 
tion of Ligeti's Lux arferaa. it 
was crazy tn include it with 
that truly classic work in the 
same programme. Knowing that 
Melinas continues with a feeble 
inventory of vocal noises, it 
wns crazy to bother with it at 
all. 


This concert was also the 
occasion nf the unpromising 
debut of Circle, an instrumental 
brother for Singcircle. The 
ensemble includes some good 
players, some mediocre and 
some had, which meant notonly 
that balance was disastrously 
upset in Berio's 0 King but also 
that the wind-piano team for 
Gerhard’s Seven Haiku was 
creditahle, while the mixed 
ensemble for Stravinskies Sep¬ 
tet sounded dreadful. Nor doc«= 
Gregory Rose, conductor of 
both groups, yet have the same 
skill in_ instrumental as in 
choral direction. There was just 
one ray of pleasure: the sweet, 
affectionate singing nf Roeers 
Covey-Crump in the Gerhard. 


opening Court scones winch take

The courtiers assemble as i! 
they too are attending a pl«r-. 
and are finally joined by a 
spindly grief-sirickcn Prince, 
utterly without hostility or pro¬ 
vocative reflexes, who siii 
through the proceedings with * 
shy smile genuinely doing hi> 
best to conceal his feelings. 

But once these feelings be¬ 
come focused on revenge, so thr 
virtuoso takes over from th'- 
character actor. The perform¬ 
ance is full of unexpected and 
convincing verbal emphases; 
explosions and throwawaii 
where you least expect them: it 
succeeds in the supposedly im¬ 
possible task of making much of 
the text sound as if the acmr 
had just thought of it. Tr is also 
often slovenly (particularly in 
word terminations), and it doe* 
not build into a coherent por¬ 
trait. Instead of finding th? 
man, Mr Pryce gives a series of 
turns. 

The first and most spectacu¬ 
lar is his doubling with the 
Ghost. At first it seems he is 
about to vomit; then an un¬ 
earthly robot croak well.* un 
from his guts and the hair- 
raising duologue is under way. 
Most powerful in the closet 
scene (where it give? Gertrude 
everv pretext for thinking him 
mad), it leaves the obvious 
question of the ghost's visibility 
ro other characters unsolved. 

Tn mv notice of An OprimiFtic

27) I wronelv ascribed the 
character of the masked Tim tn 
David Rintnul: the part was 
played by Christian Burgess.

The optimism of the Victorian Liberal 


The Optimists 


Themes and Personalities in 

Victorian Liberalism. 


By Ian BratUey

Tbis short and. unpretentious 
book, a conducted tour around 
the ideas and beliefs of Vic¬ 
torian Liberals* makes two im¬ 
portant points. First, Mr 
Bradley'is concerned to refute, 
or at any rate to modify, the 
modish belief among historians 
that ideology played a compara¬ 
tively small part in che motiva¬ 
tion of statesmen in the Age of 
Gladstone. This view, which 
places tbe stress on party or¬ 
ganization and political tactics, 
has been powerfully advanced 
by Professor John Vincenr and 
others, and springs, I think, 
from the great Maurice Cowling 
of Peterhouae, who has consis¬ 
tently taken an anti-intellectual 
view of political behaviour. 

In redressing tbe balance, Mr 
Bradley does not seek io pre¬ 
sent Victorian Liberalism as a 
coherent and unified set of doc- 
trines. On the contrary, “ it was 
a mass of separate and. often 


contradictory strands which 
appealed to particular indivi¬ 
duals. and groups for widely 
differing reasons ". He examines 
some of these strands—love of 
liberty, self-determination, the 
Nonconformist conscience, self- 

improvement, the voluntary 
principles and so nn-HJnd since 
he'has a sharp eye for the tell¬ 
ing quotation, he presents his. 

case in a pleasing and plausible 
manner. 

Jt was no accident, Bradley 
argues, that Liberalism flouri¬ 
shed in.the fifty years between 
the first and third reform acts 
—that is. between the end of 
the ancient franchise and the 
beginning of the mass elector¬ 
ate. During that half-century, 
he. says. “ Britain came nearest 
in its history to banishing Vested 
interest and class from determ- 
■ing iu politics and establishing 
the rule of ideas and principles 
instead.” That is certainly whac 
Gladstone and Bright believed. 
When Bright was denouncing 
rhe aristocracy and the Tories 
in 1866, be used rhe slogan: 
‘‘If a class had failed, let us 
try the nation Gladstone made 
the same point in 1886 when he 


attacked “ the spirit and power 
of Class, and the dependents of 
Class", adding: “The heart, 

the roor, the beginning and end¬ 
ing of my trusty is in the wise 
and generous justice of the 
Nation.” But of course what 
both men meant when they 
-spoke of the Nation was the en¬ 
lightened middle class. The 
assumption underlying Liberal 
optimism was that the middle 
class was essentially disinteres¬ 
ted,. and the most objecrive 
foundation on whicb to base 
national policy. 

That assumption, in my view, 
is valid today as it was then, 
and Mr Bradley's second 
important point is that “the 
values of Victorian Liberalism 
are enjoying something of a 
renaissance in late twentieth- 
century Britain”. That is 
undoubtedly true; Mrs 
Thatcher makes ritual genuflec¬ 
tions to the spirit of Disraeli, 
as all Tory leaders must, but 
her intellectual progenitor is 
Gladstone. Libertarians and 
individualists (who. needless ta 
say. arc ill-represented in the 
present Liberal Party) are turn¬ 
ing to Victorian Liberal 
potions to defend themselves 


against the Frankenstein 
and the politics of repression. 

Here is an example. Mr 
Bradley reminds us that one nf 
Gladstone’s most notable 
achievements was to unfetter 
the press, fn 1855 he abolished 
stamp duties on newspapers. In 
1860-61 he scrapped rhe duty 
on newsprint, not without an 
epoch-making struggle with rhe 
Lords which led to the modern 
budgetary practice of a con¬ 
solidated Finance Act. In 1SG9 
he removed the last financial 
restriction on rhe press by 
dropping the onerous system of 
securities which printers and 
publishers of newspapers cost¬ 
ing less than 6d were required 
to provide. Today, the threats to 
the freedom of rhe press, one 
of rhe mc«t enduring monu¬ 
ments of Victorian Liberalism, 
come exclusively from the Left. 
It is trade union leaders who 
now demand licensing, and it is 
Labour MP* whn want in 
replace the Pre e s Council with 
a body empowered jo punish 
newspapers. Mr Bred ley he* 
written a trme’y honk which 
politicians will read wirh prefit.

I agree with David Steel when he 
says we are entering a new era. The 
days of the mixed, economy, wirb Key¬ 
nesian interventionist policies are 
numbered. Britain is at the cross¬ 
roads, but It is not to the centre that 
the people will go. They will turn 
further to the right or to the left. 
Certainly, the future of Britain does 
not lie alon^ Mrs Thatcher’s road. 
Sbe and her ideological friends offer 
no solution and .David Steel is quke 
right when he says chat “Mir 
Thatcher is the most reactionary 
Prime Minister this country has seen 

for many years ”. 

What he fails to understand is 
that the present discussions in the 
Labour Party do not herald its 
demise, but ics renewal. David Steel 
and all those who think (ike him are 
wrong if they’ believe that “ Labour 
is in a sorry mess Membership is 
increasing and the Com miss ion of 
Enquiry is finding a truly healthy 
situation in the party. Labour will 
reform itself and this process has 
already begun. 

One of the mast important tilings 
the party must do is to re-examine the 
question of the role of the State. As 
I have said before in these columns, 
there have always been two basic 
strands within the party on this issue 


—those like the Fabians wbo advo-. 
rated State Socialism and others like 
G. D, H. Cole who propagated nau¬ 
seate Socialism. Unashamedly, lama 
Cole-ire. I do not want to see St 2 *e 
control, or eren State ownership of 
everything. In his pamphlet. David 
Steel refers to G. D- H. Cole with 
obvious approval Cede, however, was 
a socialist, not a Liberal, and he 
would never have .been attracted to 
the concept of a Centre Farcy. 

In his History of Socialist Thought, 
Cole said, “T am neither a Communist 
nor a Social-Democrat, because I re¬ 
gard both as creeds of centralization 
and bureaucracy, whereas J feel sure 
that a Socialist society that is to be 
true to its eqnalitarian principles of 
human brotherhood must rest on the 
widest possible .diffusion of power 
and responsibility, so as to enlist the 
aedye pamagation of as many as 
possible of its citizens in the task of 
.democratic self-government” 

It is clearly along that road that 
Labour has to travel. Public owner¬ 
ship can and. must r a k e many forms. 
While a plan of production'will be 
necessary, forms. of seif-management 
of industry arc essential within that 
plan. That is why today. Labour pays 
so much attention, tn tbe development 
of industrial democracy. 

David Steel argues that Labour is 
wrong to base itself on the working 
class. At the same time, however, he 
recognizes that the Parry was formed 
by tbe trade unions, and it is that 
which gives Labotfr hs unique posi¬ 
tion among western, socialists and 
social democratic- parties.

"vVheii wh* in Britain have 
nardiy finished reeling from ihe 
hammer blow of yet another 
last-ditch Eudget, l‘ know it is 
not the best time to be trying 
i* engage your sympathy about 
how tough things are on the 
other side :n the Atlantic. But 
may he .*ome nf you will glean 
comfort from our shared 
suffering. 

Penury lends io creep up 
gradually. No single price in¬ 
crease can be identified as the 
one which causes a derisive 
drop in the standard of living. 
In matters of economic survival, 
there is seldom a recognizable 
last straw. 

Yet there is generally some¬ 
thing which makes you realize 
in a flash that events have over¬ 
taken you. For New Yorkers, 
that came a few days agn when 
the Living section of the New 
Y'orfc Timcs s a weekly supple¬ 
ment devoted in highly con¬ 
spicuous consumption, pro¬ 
duced an austerity issue. 

“ Outflanking inflation with 
guile, wit and .vour leftovers”, 
read the headline, over a com¬ 
pilation of recipes which 
seemed tn mve much to the 
British experience in the 
Second World War. The author 


was that dOyen of extravagance, 
Mr Craig Claiborne. 

Tc understand how painful 

ic must have been, for iVlr 
Claiborne tn write that article, 
think back 2J years, to the care¬ 
free September of 1977, when 
double-digit inflation was an 
affliction which happened lo 
somebody else (eg Britain). 
Tit at was the month in which 
the Laker Skytrain service 
between New York and London 
began, and Mr Claiborne 
offered some expensive advice 
to those who did not want to 
buy the plastic meal 

“ There are few things out 
of any kitchen to surpass roast 
quail in excellence ”, he wrote 
then. •* and they are ideal for 
air travel.” For those who did 
not fancy that, there was always 
caviar from a sturgeon specia¬ 
list on Broadway. Plus crisp 
French bread and fancy cheese, 
sn long as the cheese was not 
so smelly as to annoy fellow- 
travellers. 

Those were the _ days all 
right. Today, caviar is nor only 
economically hut also politically 
unacceptable, since the best nf 
it comes from Russia and Iran, 
America's current worst 
enemies. 


The austerity article was a 
far cry from all that. Mr 
Claiborne recommended dishes 
which can be bulked out with 
starch: meat loaves with rice, 
macaroni casserole, shepherd's 

pie. No trace of Quail, bur one 
recipe begins daunringly : “ two 
Cups leftover chicken, cut into 
bite-size morsels." 

Other writers for the section 
chipped in with their misery- 
making hints. “Let processed 
chccsc and condensed soup 
work their magic ”, read the 
subheading to one article, 
which I could not bring myself 
to read, 

Once 77ie New York Times 
gets a fixation, it is remorseless 
in pursuing it. " Forry-two 
French white wines under five 
dollars'* was another headline. 
News from Long Island was 
that hostesses serving buffet 
suppers offer their guests 
-salads made from panto, tn fill 
them up cheaply. A caterer 
confessed that if ho was serving 
a stew he would call it a ragout 
to make people think they were 
getting something special. 

To compound our depression, 
there was a review of a book 
called “ junk food ”, a collec¬ 
tion of anecdotes, lists and 


recommendations. “ It is a book 
for an era of declining stan¬ 
dards wrote the reviewer. “A 
reasonable idea gone mediocre.” 

For a foreigner, rhe most 
telling evidence of declining 
standard-: }n rhe erosion of 

the carefree, throwaway life- 
sryle which For years has bfifin 
a distinctive feature of 
America. All of us, coming here 
for the first time, gaped wide- 
eyed at rhe day-by-day evidence 
that here was a society which 
had as much and more than ir 
needed, excess coming out of 
its cars. 

Take packaging. The readi¬ 
ness of retail shops and super¬ 
markets to put every small or 
large purchase in. a bag, some¬ 
times two, was a source of 
wonderment to those of us used 
to having potatoes, onions and 
rarrotj hurled indiscriminately 
inro a String bag which we had 
tn provide ourselves. Yet now 
a chain nf popular discount 
stores in New Jersey makes a 
feature of providing none pf 
•he crisp brown grocery bags 
familiar from Hollywood films. 
Instead—shades of Tesco—you 
have Jo rumm3gr for "a riis- 
carded cardboard box. 

A further telling blow has 


been .struck by new restrictions 

on credit, especially credit 

cards. A few 1 years ago. it was 
hard to avoid having one of tbe 
magic piece? of plastic pressed 
upon you. Sometimes thev 
would come unsolicited io rhe 
mail, so keen were their pro¬ 
moters on having you buy now 
and pay later. 

Now, many firms have put a 
lid on issuing new cards They 
are redudog credit limits on 
existing ones and in some 
cases withdrawing them 
entirely. The prospect of hav¬ 
ing to become reacquwinted with 
actual currency is daunting, it 
means that people might 
actually have to go without, at 
least for a time, things like the 
washing machine, rhe electric 
mixer and the second car, all 
previously regarded as an 
American birthright. 

The California life-style took 
an even harder knock when 
Lhe Bonk of America, based in 
San Francisco and the largest 
bank iti the uatinn, announced 
the other day tbar it would no 
longer make loans for installing 
swimming pools or hot mbs— 
die latter being vertical recep¬ 
tacles for warm bathing and 


contemplation, sometimes of a 
communal nature. 

All this austerity has had 
the side-effect of provoking 
same of rhe splendid mixed 
metaphors to Which American 
television reporters are even 

more prone than their British 

counterparts. “ The crcdic 
crunch ", one told us solemnly, 
” is going to take another bite 
out of your pnekef book”. 

Such is the sophistication of 
American capitalism, however, 
that even hard times are 
marked by displays of extrava¬ 
gant consumption. For if spend- 
is to be slowed, saving is very 
definitely to be encouraged. 
And the best way to encourage 
people to do anything is. as the 
producter* nf television quiz 
shows discovered many years 
ago, to give away consumer 
goods. 

Thu-s tire banks, not content 
with offering record levels of 
interest in rhe»r deparir 
accounts, are going through 
another of rheir periodic fren¬ 
zies of handing nut kiteben 
gadgets, crockery, steam irons, 
cameras, golf balls, watches, 
television sets and the like to 
new savers—who are not for 
most part new savers at all, hut . 


are simply switching money 
from other inatitutians. Io 
those thar have shall be given. 

So fierce has the competition 
become that come banks now 
give away two suits for every 
deposit —one to the saver and 
one to a ‘‘friend" (who cannot 
he a member of rhe same 
family who Introduces him. 
Two friends with nronsy to save 
could thus introduce each other 
and pick up four gifts bet weep 
them. 

So tbe comparison I made 
earlier with wartime Britain 
becomes, on closer inspection, 
less apposite.

It would be wrong to regard 
the St Paul's community as the 
victim of neglect or of a’ruthless 
disregard for the wellbeing of 
minorities. It has been the object 
of a great deal of attention from 
official and unofficial agencies 
whose purpose it is to Foster good 
community relations. The council 
has also put a lot into it in the 
way of new and refurbished 
housing. But as often happens 
with well-intentioned schemes of 
urban renewal, the improvement 
entails destruction of much that 
makes life colerable, in an untidy 
and informal way, for the people 
who live there. In spite of these 
attentions the area is unmistak¬ 
ably at the botrom of the social 
economic table, as is regrettably 
confirmed by the high concentra¬ 
tion of blacks. 

The unemployment rate for 
young blacks in the area is put 
at four times that for young 
whites. This is not wholly a 
matter of prejudice or indiffer¬ 
ence among employers. Some 
part of the explanation is that in 
too many cases black youths do 
not possess the kind of qualifica¬ 
tions employers look for, even 
the elementary qualification of 
literacy. But whatever the causes 
of it, and however blame for the 
causes of it is distributed, the 
fact of this high unemployment 
rate, which can only worsen in 
the months ahead, is a contri¬ 


butory factor in petty crime 
dropping out, and resentment of 
authority—and authority means 
first and foremost the police. 

The Avon and Somerset police 
have over a period of time taken 
steps to establish good relations 
with their ethnic minorities and 
hold their confidence. On the evi 
dence of last Wednesday they 
have clearly not succeeded. They 
have been freely accused of 
“ heavy-handedness” in their 
conduct preceding and during 
The riot. The _ basis of that 
charge is not obvious. They have 
also been freely criticized for the 
opposite fault of weakness in 
bearing a temporary retreat. 
Judgment on both these questions 
should await the report the Home 
Secretary has called for, and the 
outcome of any further inquiry 
it may be desirable to hold. 


The manner in which parti 
cular police forces or officers 
seek to enforce the law in vola 
rile situations can sometimes be 
faulted. Bur for seeking to 
enforce the law no criticism 
should anach to them. Smoking 
pot or drinking alcohol in un¬ 
licensed premises cannot just be 
waved past as fairly harmless 
manifestations of cultural differ¬ 
ence. If the fact of cultural dif¬ 
ference is invoked as a reason for 
special treatment hv. or under, 
the general criminal law, the 
principle of equality before the 
law is lost, and with it the basis 
on which minorities’ claims to 
fair dealing stands.

At a 
time when Cuban influence is 
growing in the Caribbean area,, 
and when the Cuban style' of 
communism is being presented as 
the best way of solving the back¬ 
wardness and poverty which is 
present in so much of it, the.rush 
to leave is a pointed reminder 
that rbe Cubans have not had so 
much success in handling their 
own affairs. 

The Cuban success has .been in'- 
im.proving the conditions of life 
of their poorest peoole. Illiteracy 
has heen largely eliminated and 
health care made generally avail¬ 
able. Cuban teachers and doctors 
are now dispatched to countries 
in the Caribbean area, as well as 
going to Africa alongside the soY- 
difrs. But the achievements-have 
been ^bought at the cost of politi¬ 
cal control and repression, of 
severe restrictions on the supply 
of consumer goods, and of a high 
degree of dependence on the 
Soviet Union. The Russians buy 
Cuban sugar at above the world 
price and sell the Cubans oil for 
less; altogether, it is estimated, 
rhey subsidize the Cuban 
economy to the tune of about 
£3.5m a* day. Clearly, in these 
circumstances. Dr Castro and his 
colleagues have little scope for 
doing anything that is disap¬ 
proved of in Moscow and that 
must be irksome for people who 
struggled so hard to free them¬ 
selves of American domination. 

The present malaise in Cuba 


is largely the result of the poor 
performance of the economy; and 
the prospect that the situation is 
not likely to get better soon. 
Cuba' remains very dependent on 
sugar exports and has suffered 
from the low prices of. the past 
few years. Recently both the 
sugar crop and tobacco have’ been 
badly affected by disease, as have 
7 >igs in the eastern end of the 
island. But one of the fundamen¬ 
tal difficulties is the general in¬ 
efficiency which has been the 
result of the bureaucratic system 
of management. In - an effort to 
do something about that, the Gov¬ 
ernment has recently been dis¬ 
missing employees, as well as 
making attacks in the press on 
labour indiscipline, negligence 
and favouritism. How far most 
Cubans are concerned about their 
country's- inr olvement in Africa 
is hard to know, but it is clear 
that many of them are., and that 
is another-factor of discontent, 
added to- the shortages and dis¬ 
comfort of life. The visits of 
some 100.000 exiles with stories 
of a better life in’ the United 
States, must also have been de¬ 
moralizing. 

None of this means that the 
Castro regime is in any serious 
danger. It has been able to pre¬ 
vent any organized opposition 
from taking shape But the eco¬ 
nomic difficulties, and the 
emergence of a small number of 
dissidents, appear to have per¬ 
suaded it that it should take' 
advantage of the safety valve 
offered by the Peruvian Embassy.

At the time it seemed that he 
might have found authority for his 
elliptical usage in The .Concise 
Oxford Dictionaries definition of a 
vernacular phrase: “Wet Behind 
the ears, immature, inexperienced.” 

Yet it soon became necessary to 
doubt whether Mr Heath could be 
cited in works of political _scholar- 
ship as the original coiner or 
counterfeiter of the usage. At that 
rime he was as close to Lord 
Carrington, now Foreign Secretary, 
as to anybody within the Cabinet or- 
the Conservative Party; and -Lord 
Carrington, almost certainly, _ by 
frequency and charm of application, 
brought " wqt * into.. political 
fashion. UoRke Mr Heath; Lord 
Carrington used to feather the 
arrow with an amiable though 
worldly smile, as he privately aimed 
at peers -and commoners alike. Un¬ 
like Mr Heath, too, he seemed to 
have in mind the Oxford's slang 
usage: “ Stupid or inept person ”- 

A suspicion became irresistible 

that Peter - Carrington, tempering 
the pomp and protocol of politics 
with homely words and phrases, was 
prolonging in the Lords and af 
Conservative Central Office, a 
schoolboy or Guards Brigade usage 
of “wet”, as a noun; and Philip

Without further research, at any 


rate, the recent history of the word 
offenr Jittle or no help, etymological, 
social, Darty-poKticaJ, and otherwise, 
ia-confirming how.we are to know 
a Tory wet- when we meet one or 
hear one. Mr Heath may scarcely 
be reckoned a wet, for he was 
apparently the first prime nun ister 
to declare his impatience with them; 
and it should follow that those who 


share Mr Heath’s view of politics 
are scarcely to be damned offhand 
as wets. Lord Carrington, the pos- 

- sible begetter of the usage, would 
never consider himself a wet, yet 
he is a practical politician who lives 
by a mixt ure of conviction and 
commoosense, so the sin must be 
more than to compromize and finds 
a modus vivendi. 

To complicate the definition, some 
of the Conservatives Mr Heath 
regarded as wets, now lord it in 
Government and call others wet. 

We might not be mistaken to con¬ 
clude that here we have a meaning¬ 
less word of political abuse, of a 
piece with Aneurin Bevan’s Tory 

- vermin of long ago, or Mr Denis 
Healey’s punk monetarism of today. 
Its one virtue is that wet makes an 

. agreeable change from the thread¬ 
bare metaphor of hawks -and doves, 
in or outside the Cabinet. That is, 
in all respects except one. In party 
political terras, what is the opposite 
of a wet ? Here we hare a serious 
rirnmur ri p rion of the political 
vocabulary. 

Politicians and oolitical commen¬ 
tators who would not know the 
-difference between a hawk and a 
handsaw, may stiU have a vague 
notion that a hawk would be no 
friend to a dove, and that a dove 
flies in bearing an o*ive branch. But 
if von support Mrs Thatcher and her. 
oolicies. you are a rare politician 
if you may be described as drv. and 
it would be an unsociable politician 
who went to his constituency claim¬ 
ing that he were. There may be dry 
wit. dr pven dry countries as in the 
Middle East bur dry ooHricians are 
nearly always men who have had a 
personal problem. There is no work¬ 
able an+onym for the usage of 
“ wet ” in politics. 8nd I for one 
p-mnise not to use it again, with or 
without quotation marks. 

Tothv. by the way, is the anniver¬ 
sary of the dissolving of the parlia¬ 
ment leading into the election catn- 
pajvii That brought Mrs Thatcher to 
10 Downing Street as the country’s 
first woman Prime Minister. For the 
present let me sav only that she has 
much reason to feel iustified when 
she assesses events during the past 
few »veeks, n^d leaves the theme for

I wenrid like to deny categorically 
that the mind of the members of 
the Executive Council -was made up 
in favour of a university abroad 
while negotiating with English 
universities.

National 
Endowment nf the Humanities (US), 
the Deutsche Forschongsgemedn- 
chaft and the Volkswagen 
Foundation. Dr voc Strandmann’s 
interest in these issues _ is not 
altogether dear to. me since his 
letter amounts ro a virtual appeal 
to close down the Wiener Library, 
the one remtiitiitg memorial to Ger- 
mim Jewry in London. 

I regret the negative tenor of the 
letters already noted by Professor 
Laoupur. Oar presenr assignment 
should be to keen the Wiener 
Library afloat; unwarranted recrimi¬ 
nations about the past will do 
notiiing towards this end.

Ashby does not ask, is: given chat 
some children in some olaces have 
io anv case; high -lead levels from 
leaded paint, water from lead pipes 
and lead in food, should they be 
subjected to yet more lead from 
leaded petrol ? 

The report. Lead and health, 
does, however cautiously, address 
itself to this question' in paragraph 
209! 

“ Although we have seen no firm 
evidence that the contribution made 
by lead from petrol has caused 
barm ; yet recovnmng that any 
additional contribution is undesir¬ 
able in persons whose body burden 
may already be high as a result of 
absorption of lead from other 
sources, measures should be taken 
to keep..tbe an.nntl mean con¬ 
centration of lead in air to 
less than 2ug/m- > in places where 
people are liable to be continuously 
exnosed.”

Airport 

Sir, Various recent newspaper 
reports have arbitrarily branded 
Heathrow Airport as having tire 
“worst” record for theft, but com¬ 
parable statistics for ocher inter¬ 
national airports or workplaces of 
similar size are never produced. How 
can any team be placed at the top, 
or bottom, of a league without com¬ 
paring its results with others in 
the table ? ' * 

For wbat they are worth , th e 
statistics for Heathrow crime 
(compiled by the Metropolitan 
Police.) and rne value of the goods 
handled at Heathrow in 1979 were 
as follows: Thefts from passenger 
bageage amounted to £S80,591, or 
0.016 per cent of the estimated 
total value of £4,200m handled. 
Thefts ' from - cargo totalling 
£375,667 represented 0.003 per 
cent of the £10,897.8m handled. 
Thefts from mail amounted to 
£683360 but 1 don’t have a figure 
fnr rhe total value of mail handled 
ar Heathrow. 

Since 1975, the actual number Of 
thefts concerning passenger 
baggage has dropped by 86 per¬ 
cent and those concerning cargo 
by 51 per cent. 

Neither the police at Heathrow 
nor my organization has compar¬ 
able statistics for airports abroad. 
Nor has anyone produced figures 
for any other industrial estate 
which employs 56,900 people or 
even a town in the United Kingdom 
of comparable size. 

The police, the airlines and 
British Airports are not complacent 
about the situation and we will 
continue to seek ways of reducing 
crime at Heathrow.

Astronomy: Solar diameter

Dr Eddy, wlto works at the high 
inJlirude observatory »n '.'oJ»«'ddo, 
analysed direct observaUons ot 
the solar diameter made at The 
Royal Observatory, Greenwich. 
The surprisingly large nrinkJis 
that he calculated was taken by 
some scientists ro imply a Inna- 
term cycle of solar expansion and 
contraction, snee constant con¬ 
traction at that rate would cause 
the sun to disappear in about 
100,000 years.

: Their doubts will be increased 
jiy a paper in the April 4 issue or 
'5cience (volume 205, page 51) by 
Dr Irwin Shapiro of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Institute of Technology. 
He analyses observations made 
between 1736 and 1973 of transits 
of the planet Mercury in from i»f 
the sun. and concludes that over 
fiiai period there was no siznifl- 
cant change in the solar diameter.

Transits of Mercury are astro¬ 
nomical events that take place 
about JJ times a century. Since 
the introduction of telescopes in 
tbe seventeenth century, astro¬ 
nomers have carefully measured 
the time taken for the Image of 
the planet to paw across the face 
of the sun (typically about five 
hours). 

Dr Shapiro hat iwed their data 
ro try to corroborate Dr Eddy’s 
report that the sun is shrinking, 
but with negative results. He 
says bis method is free from any 
significant dependence on either 
the variation ro the rotation rate 
of the earth or the uncertainties 
in knowledge ot the orbit*) ele¬ 
ments of the earth and Mercury 
and of the other pertinent solar 
system parameters. 

After receiving a preprint of 
Dr Shapiro’s Science paper 
another astronomer who has 
analysed transits of Mercury, Dr 
L. Morrison, examined his ovvn 
data. He also found no statistically 
significant change, Dr Sbaptm 
reports in a note added to the 
paper in proof. 

A different group of scientists, 
led hy Dr Sabatmo Sofia, of the 
Goodard Space Flight Centre, re¬ 
ported last year that the upper 


limit of any charge- in the sun's 
diameter between 1650 and 1937 
was 350 km (about 0.06 per cent) 
per century. Like Dr Eddy, they 
analysed direct observations of the 
sun, but unlike hint did not Sad 
dear evidence of contraction. 

Recently, however, Dr Sofia has 

mads an ingenious comparison of 
observation* of the timing and 
path of the total solar ecKpscs 
of 1715 in Britain and 1979 in the 
northwestern United States, and 
concluded that the son's diameter 
was 700 km less last year. 

But he dnes not know whethet 
the difference really represents a 
long-term contraction or whether 
the sun was exceptionally large 
In 1715 because of an unusual 
short-term expansion then. The 
date coincides with the end of 
Ihe so-caUed Maunder minimum, 
a period of about 80 years when, 
according to contemporary 
records, there were almost no 
sunspots. 

For the last ax years astro¬ 
nomers at the Mount Wilson 
observatory iu California have 
been measuring changes in the 
solar disc. They too have detected 
shrinkage-—about 40 km so Far— 
but the time scale is too short 
» say .whether that is merely a 
short-term fluctuation associated 
with tire 11 -year sunspot cyde.

MR E. H. C. YATES 

Mr E. H. C. Yates, who died 
lasr mouth in Guernsey at the 
age of 65, was oitt of two 
brothers long, prominent - in 
British ice skating. The younger 
brother. Major Geoffrey Yates, 
was a judge at the recent world 
ice figure-skating champion¬ 
ships at Dortmund. 

Ernest Henry Charles Yates 
was boro on January 17,. 1915. 
He joined the National Skating 
Association in 1932, becoming a 
gold medallist. At the age of 20 
he was runner-up for the 1 British, 
pair-skating championship in 
1939, -with . Miss Rosemarie 
Stewart.

Whatever the . final outcome, 
une of the outstanding memories 
uf this season will be Saturday’s 
heavyweight contest in the 
sonorous atmosphere of Old 
Trafford. One can speak of 
Liverpool deserving the title for 
their superiority over all others, 
hut here there was another 
dimension that they could not 
control : the inspiration given 
united by their often-maligned 
supporters. The victory was for 
them and, in part, because of 
them. It was a combined effort 
Tor a team whose abiding asset 
is effort. 

The purist would have wrung 
nls coaching manual in despair, 
it was a game of mistakes, emo¬ 
tion, twists and drama. It was 
also a game Liverpool should 
have won by a distance since 
they began by scoring after 14 
mfbutes. Ray Kennedy. who 

played SDperbly, knocked the ball 
forward, McQueen perpetrated 

the first of the afternoon's most 
glaring errors . by lunging at 
Dalglish, slipping, missing him 
and watching the grateful Scot 
beat Bailey at the near post. 

United's mistakes were em¬ 
barrassingly bad but their heart 
Is always strong.

Creditably, he 
lobbed the ball over an offside 
trap and went loping In pursuit 
but when faced by Hailey’s un¬ 
certain challenge passed left to 
Dalglish who pulled the ball wide 
from an offside position. That, in 
time, could be construed as the 
cue For the phoenix. A comer 
saw Jordan glance the ball on for 
Greenhoff to dip and head the 
winner. That was how the crowd 
remembered him. The specialists 
who said a pelvic strain had ended 
GreenhofFs career were trying to 
apply logic to one of a team who 
defy the odds. The league is 
healthier as a result. 

Liverpool remain well placed In 
the long and short term, but they 
will probably strengthen them¬ 
selves with one or two newcomers 
for next season and they may soon 
have to consider foreign offers 
for Dalglish. For the moment, 
rhey must agaJn spectate as Not¬ 
tingham Forest take the European 
spotlight on Wednesday when 
Ajax play at the City ground.

on the desert 
wind

The . Mission Hills golf coarse 
suddenly changed its' character 
halfway through the third round 
of the‘Women’s Professional Win¬ 
ners* Circle golf tournament. 
Until then it had been blissful 
and benign udder a beaming sun. 
Now the Stui Jacinto Mountains 
disappeared -in a purple murk as 
the wind blew in from the north* 
west through the Baumont Ban¬ 
ning Pass, whipping up sand from 
the desert surrounding this green 
oasis. 

Thus many fewer players were 
able to cheat part than on the 
first two days, but it. was one of 
those troubled with contact lenses 
and trapped grit. Donna Caponi 
Young, who best mastered the 
new conditions. Mrs Young is 
long on both years and charm, 
but short on golf strokes. She 
needed only 66 to cover the 
6,242-yard course, par 72. and so 
stands on 204, 12 bener than par 
after earlier rounds of ?1 and 67. 

Of the three players who had 
shared the lead after the second 
round only Amy AJcott. at 24, 11 

years the younger, was able to 
live with the leader. She had a 
round of 67. to follow a stunning 
65 the day before, and so lies a 
stroke behind, \ancy Lopez Mel¬ 
ton, everyone's favourite, near 
and far. matched par with a 72 
and is joint eighth, nine strokes 
behind the leader and. presumably 
ana regrettably, out of reach. 

Mrs Young mav not be every¬ 
one’s idea of itic ideal athlete 
because of a somewhat ungainly 
physique. but she is most 
people's idea of a solid, reliable 
golfer. Thus when the wind 
roared in at midday she immedi¬ 
ately struck a four-iron to six 
feet of the 165-yard eighth hole 
and put away the putt. 

More imposingly, her driver and 
foar-veood took her on to the next 
green (483 yards! as straight as a 
die end sbe holed from 20 feet 
for an eagle. Still not satisfied, 
she smacked a three-wood and an 
eight-iron on to the 347-yard tenth 
and putted in from 10 feet. 

She lost oply one stroke to par, 
at the 378-yard sixteenth, where 
her drive, 'drifting right, found 
just about rhe only patch of long 
grass near the fairway. She made 
immediate amends with a brilliant 
three-iron to a foot of the 167-yard 
seventeenth, a hole later described 
by Miss Alcott as out of close 
range because of the collusion of 
the wind and pin placing, behind 
> wicked bunker. Mrs Young gave 
the huge gallery around the home 
bole palpitations with an un¬ 
characteristically sloppy seven-iron 
from 120 yards and an approach 
putt that stopped at least 10 feet 
short; but her nerve held and so 
did her lead. 

Miss Alcot was never over par. 
With four holes to play she was 
four shots behind Mrs Young, but 
a run nf three successive birdies 
has almost closed the gap. A 
single putt was all sbe needed on 
15, 16 and 17, the last an out¬ 
rageous one from 35 feet.

George Robinson, our New- 
1 marker correspondent* told me 
yesterday that Saison slammed 
I Evita in a gallop on Water ban on 
Saturday morning and that he 
would be most surprised if the 
betting was not reversed before 
i long, with Saison becoming the 
stable’s first string. Apparently 
Cecil did much ihe same thing on 
Saturday as he had done a year 
ago. when he was training One In 
A Million to win the Guineas. He 


sent his classic fillies U> Water hall 
to work very early, while the rest 
of the string walked through the 
rovrn in readiness for their gallop 
on the training grounds near the 
racecourse. The champion Jockey, 
Joe Mercer, rode Saison. Taffy 
Thomas was on Evita and John 
Higgins partnered the very useful 
three-vear-old colt, Marathon 
Gold.' 

According to our Newmarket 
correspondent,, Saison left Erin 
for cold towards the end, display*- 
ing a fine turn of foot to remain 1 
alongside tbe much more experi¬ 
enced Marathon Gold without any 
apparent effort. “ You could only 
be impressed with the way Saison 
went”, Robinson told me enthu¬ 
siastically yesterday.
